Rather than deny his faith, Ruiz 
endured torture and died in 1637. He and 
15 companions, martyred during the 
same persecution, were beatified by Pope 
John Paul II in Manila in 1981.

SAN DIEGO — The fourth annual Rosaries for Peace 
crusade was a rhythmic procession of songs and prayers

The event, sponsored by many local religious 
organizations, was held at Balboa Stadium Oct. 4. 

Music by the combined choirs of Mission San Diego de 
Alcala and St. Michael Church, Poway, set a solemn but 
jubilant tone for the gathering. Suzanne Rossi-Farace of 
the Nevada Opera Co. was soloist. 


The stadium took on a star-studded glow as some 4,000 
participants lighted their candles to signal the beginning 
of ceremonies. The paper candle holders were purchased 
in Fatima, Portugal, the site of Mary’s apparitions to 
three children in 1917. Frequent recitation of the rosary 
was one of the Blessed Mother’s requests to them. 

A statue of Our Lady of Fatima dominated the 
entrance procession onto the field. The image was carried 
on a platform decorated with flowers. 

The procession also included the Knights of Columbus 
Fourth Degree Color Corps, members of the 
International Order of the Alhambra, and Boy and Girl 
Scouts. 

A patriotic theme colored the crusade. The U.S. flag 
towered over the pageantry, pointing to about a dozen 
members of the U.S. Navy who flanked the field and 
served as ushers.

read a telegram from President Ronald Reagan. “Your 
rosaries for peace are a powerful invocation for God’s 
mercy and blessing upon our nation and our world,’’ the 
president stated.

Error to ignore doctrine 


When Pope John Paul talked to 320 U.S. bishops at the 
San Fernando Mission in Los Angeles, he especially 
stressed that it is a grave error for the faithful to ignore 
‘church doctrine and still call themselves loyal Catholics. 
He made special mention of this in connection with sexual 
morals, namely contraception, abortion, homosexuality, 
divorce and remarriage. 


Several of the bishops, as spokesmen, stressed that 
adherence to some doctrine presents difficulties “in a 
society of American Catholics that values individual 
freedom and are reluctant to blindly accept church 
precepts’’ to quote Cardinal Bernardin of Chicago. Are 
we headed for an ‘‘American Catholic Church’’ with 
Rome only as a symbolic head? 


Spokesman Archbishop Daniel Pilarczyk of Cincinnati 
on the subject of contraception and_ those couples 
practicing it, said ‘‘that is a pastoral decision that can only 
be made on a case-by-case basis between priest and 
confessor. ”’ 


The New York Times-CBS poll this last August, among 
other dissenting findings, on this subject (contraception) 
revealed 24 percent of U.S. priests that responded to a 
survey favored the use of artificial contraception, and 47 
percent favored it under certain circumstances. 

What would be the ‘‘pastoral advice’’ to penitents by 
these priests? Would it not ignore answering to the Holy 
Father’s challenge?

Pray the rosary — it works! 


Americans pride themselves on being practical people. 
As a nation, we are much more interested in what people 
or things do than in why they do them. Our cultural and 


intellectual achievements are not at par with our pragmatic 


advances. 

So it should not surprise us that in our spiritual lives 
and in our prayers, we bring this same attitude with us. 
This is particularly true of our regard for the rosary. 
Quite plain and simply, it is a powerful devotion that 
works, 

The rosary, as we know it, is actually a Marian 
devotion with Dominican overtones. In its present form, 
it cannot be traced back beyond the works of the 
Dominican priest, Blessed Alan de la Roche, who piously 
attributed it to St. Dominic. 

His detractors call him a fraud, albeit a pious fraud. 
His defenders say that it was his humility which kept him 
from claiming to be its founder. 

However, rosaries in varying forms go back to the time 
of St. Dominic and before. They were called ‘‘the poor 
man’s psalter.’’ Since most of the people did not read and 
write, they repeated some favorite prayer 150 times, just 
as there were 150 psalms in the psalter, divided into three 
“‘books’’ of about 50 psalms each. 

They divided these rosaries into chaplets or coronas of 
50s. The most ancient usually consisted of 150 Our 
Fathers prayed to Christ and honoring his various 
missions and works. It didn’t take long at all for devotees 
of Mary to start using 150 Hail Marys. 

These were also divided into groups of 50 and the 
“‘joyful’’ events in Our Lady’s life were the first subjects. 
It was at this time, early 13th century, that the Hail Mary 
took the exact form that we now use. 

Just as the devout monks grouped psalms around 
certain ‘‘mysteries’’ in the life of Our Lord, the Pater 
Noster psalteries grouped Our Fathers around more and 
more determined acts in Christ’s life. "The rosary of Our 
Lady promptly followed suit. 

The actual development of the rosary beads began as a 


counting device. If you are going to say 50 of any certain 
prayer, and are apt to be interrupted from time to time, 
you like to know where you are in the devotion. 

It’s my belief that the choice of decades, prayers in 
groups of 10, was a logical step for those who had to count 
the prayers on their 10 fingers. At least, it makes as much 
sense as any other explanation offered. To divide them by 
an Our Father would be most typical of medieval 
devotion. 

Blessed Alan must be given the honor of dividing the 
50s into groups known as ‘‘joyful,”’ “‘sorrowful,’’ and 
“glorious. ’’ These celebrated events, mysteries in the life 
of the Blessed Mother in the economy of our salvation, in 
the Incarnation. 

And in that precisely is the power of the rosary as we 
pray it. The constant repetition of a prayer focuses our 
attention on the mystery being celebrated. 

If for us to live is Christ, then we must go far beyond a 
mere intellectual following of Christ. There is more to 
Christianity than memorizing a catechism, important as 
that is for the beginner. Without the building blocks there 
will be no building. 

But we must make the message of Christ come alive in 
a very personal sense. We must become one with it. How 
better than to approach it from the viewpoint of the 
Blessed Mother. 

She was the first Christian, hailed for her fullness of 
grace and her obedient faith by St. Gabriel and St. 
Elizabeth. There could be no better guide or model as we 
try to fit Christ into our lives, so that we may be made a 
new creation in him. 

The rosary is a great grace and October, the month of 
the rosary, a good time to renew our dedication to this 
most practical of devotions. Because it works! 


Reach out to non-Catholics 


Much has been said and written about the recent visit 
of Pope John Paul II to the United States. When 
everything calms down again, and other news items grab 
the headlines, the Holy Father’s pastoral visit to America 
will simply become a pleasant memory of a blessed event 
for so many people. 


Pope John Paul II’s journey to our country was more 
than just a pleasant visit to be remembered. It was a 
significant event in the life of the church in America, the 
effects of which will be felt for years to come. 

One of the many ways in which John Paul II’s visit 
affected the church was in ecumenical and interreligious 
affairs. Unfortunately, so much publicity was given to 
what the media wrongly perceived as a church in crisis 
that the pope’s meetings with non-Catholic Christians, 
Jews and leaders of other major non-Christian religions, 
received scant attention. That is too bad, really, because 
Pope John Paul’s meetings with these groups is a gesture 
whose actions speak louder than words. 


No one really expected the Holy Father to make any 
new or shattering statements about ecumenism or 
interreligious matters. This was, after all, a pastoral visit 
to our country and not the proper forum for theological 
debate or political announcements, and good manners 
would seem to dictate that such matters be left to more 
appropriate occasions and circumstances. 


However, one cannot miss the profound significance of 
the gesture made by the pope to those communities who 
do not share our Roman Catholic Faith. 

In Miami, John Paul met with leaders of the American 


Jewish community and expressed his warmest regard for 


them in terms of fraternal love and support. Though 
differences do exist between our two communities, with 


God’s help, they can be and will be overcome. 

In South Carolina, he met with non-Catholic Christian 
leaders and once again urged all Christians to work 
together to restore unity to the church of Christ. 


It is interesting to note that the pope made this appeal 
in a place which, because of its large fundamentalist 
Christian population, showed the greatest apathy to his 
visit. That, too, was beneficial as it pointed out the all- 
too-real need for ecumenism today. 

And in Los Angeles, Pope John Paul II attentively 
listened as Hindu, Buddhist, Muslim and Jewish leaders 
addressed some rather pointed issues, coupled with the 


plea that we all work together for world peace and human 
dignity, which is the birthright of every human person. 


Their pleas did not fall on deaf ears or an apathetic 
spirit. Rather, the Holy Father confirmed the speakers in 
their quest for God and the spiritual values which give us 
all life. 

If the old adage is true that one’s actions speak louder 
than one’s words, then Pope John Paul II’s actions of 
reaching out to our non-Roman Catholic brothers and 
sisters speak loudly and clearly. 

Each of us must have the courage to reach out and 
embrace the other as a brother or sister created and placed 
here by God. Pope John Paul II has shown us the way. If 
he is willing to do it, so can we.

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It never ceases to amaze me how 
children can be a source of revelation and 
insight for us. Recently, my eight-year- 
old son, Ben, burst into the house with 
another question on the tip of his tongue. 

‘‘Mother, do we have any German in 
us?”? he asked urgently. He had just 
returned from the home of a native-born 
German neighbor who translates 
technical documents and teaches German 
at a local community college. 

‘“‘Well, we’re mostly Irish,’’ I 
responded, ‘‘but your dad’s grandmother 
was named Mabel Lauer ... so we are 
part German.’’ Apparently, I had not 
been precise enough for him, and Ben 
didn’t hesitate to point that out to me. 

‘‘But Mom,”’ he responded insistently, 
“chow much German are we ... up to our 
ankles or up to our knees?”’ 

I didn’t have a ready answer. All I 
could do was delight in the way he had 
posed the question. 

Later that evening, as I reflected on the 
good, the bad and the ugly that had 
transpired that day, I had to ask myself: 
‘How much Christian am I, how much 
Christian are we as a Catholic family, as a 
Catholic community? Up to our ankles? 
Up to our knees? Or from head to foot? 

How quickly, and all too often, how 
smugly we shrug off the question by 
recounting our participation at the 
Sunday liturgy, our contribution to the 
weekly collection, our parish efforts at 
education and spirituality. 

It’s not that these efforts and 
contributions are not important. It’s that 
they are not enough. The temptation is to 
settle for these efforts and contributions 
and to become blind to the more that 
remains to be done. This attitude can lead 
to self-aggrandizement and a kind of 
spiritual narcissism. 

In the Gospel Sunday, Sept. 27, Jesus 
upbraided the chief priests and elders for 
ignoring the preaching of John the 
Baptist. ‘‘Let me make it clear that tax 


collectors and prostitutes are entering the 
kingdom of God before you,’’ he warned 
them. For they heard and heeded what 
John had to say, while the chief priests 
and cantor invoked the words of Jesus 
earlier in this Gospel: ‘‘Blessed are you, 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth: you 
have revealed to little ones the mysteries 
of the kingdom.”’ 

When reflecting on. how much 
Christian we are, we have to ask ourselves 
as individuals, as families and as parish 
communities: what are we doing for the 
little ones? 

By little ones, I do not mean children 
necessarily, but for all the little ones that 
live among us — the outcasts and the 
powerless who had a central role in Jesus’ 
ministry. 

Today, the outcast and the powerless 
may have different titles than they did in 
Jesus’ day. Leprosy has almost 
disappeared; we recognize, albeit 


reluctantly, the necessity of tax collectors, 
and we acknowledge that workers in the 
world’s so-called oldest profession still ply 
their trade on our city streets. 

But there are new ‘“‘little ones’’ too — 
the undocumented alien living furtively in 
our midst. Is that alien any different from 
Joseph, Mary and the infant Jesus fleeing 
into Egypt to avoid persecution? What 
about our homeless brothers and sisters, 
sleeping in cars or beneath freeway 
overpasses? Do they feel attached to the 
Body of Christ represented by our parish 
community or are they shunned? 

What about the handicapped — can 
they even get into our churches? Do we 
exclude them with stairs and stares or 
prate about how much it would cost to 
accommodate them? How quickly we 
send them, elsewhere — downtown, to 
other agencies, to other churches. 

And what about our gay brothers and 
sisters, especially those suffering from 


AIDS? I never hear them mentioned in 
the petitions before the Offertory. We 
treat them as if they don’t exist, yet it is 
estimated that one in 10 Americans is 
homosexual. And medical experts remind 
us daily in the media that AIDS is an 
epidemic. These are the lepers of our 
time. 

We cannot be Catholic Christians nor 
claim to image the Body of Christ as long 
as we are blind to these little ones. As 
individuals and as a Christian 
community, we must discern what Jesus 
would do for these little ones, and we 
must do it.

Surrogate motherhood poses moral problem 


A South African woman who gave 
birth Oct. 1 to triplets has made history. 
As the world’s first surrogate mother for 
her daughter’s transplanted embryos, she 
gave birth to her own grandchildren. 


That has pushed the debate about the ; 


ethics of surrogate motherhood a step 
further, raising a host of fresh moral and 
legal questions. 

In surrogacy, an infertile woman and 
her husband contract with another 
woman to be artificially inseminated with 
the sperm of the husband and carry and 
give birth to the child, then give up the 
baby for adoption by the infertile couple. 
In many cases surrogate mothers provide 
the service for pay. 

But the South African woman was 
implanted with the ova of her 25-year-old 
daughter fertilized with her»son-in-law’s 
sperm through in vitro fertilization. 


Embryo transfer, in vitro fertilization, 
sex predetermination, amniocentesis and 
other reproductive technologies are being 
used increasingly in conjunction with 
surrogacy. 


Surrogate motherhood has been 
described as a major social experiment, 
an experiment that has evolved in the 
absence of appropriate laws to guide its 
practitioners. 


The Vatican has condemned 
surrogacy, saying it “‘represents an 
objective failure to meet the obligations of 
maternal love, of conjugal fidelity and of 
responsible motherhood.”’ 


Other Catholic leaders, including U.S. 
bishops, have said it also violates the 
marriage covenant, amounts to illegally 
trafficking human lives and is “‘a legal 
outrage and moral disaster.”’ 

Organizers of a newly formed national 
coalition against the practice branded it a 
‘“new form of slavery’’ that has created a 
class of breeder women. 

The first legislation on surrogate 
motherhood was introduced in Alaska’s 
House of Representatives in April 1981, 
and since then legislation has been 
proposed in a number of states on various 
aspects of surrogacy. 

But to date only Louisiana has a law 
dealing specifically with the practice, 
declaring surrogacy contracts null and 
void and ‘‘unenforceable as contrary to 
public policy,”’ effective Sept. 1.

Speakers offer ways 
at parish workshop

CORONADO “AIDS ... How 
should Catholics respond?’’ By getting 
educated to dispel the myths and their 
prejudices, educating others, and 
reaching out to AIDS sufferers and their 
families, about 100 people were told by 
speakers at a workshop Oct. 3 at Sacred 
Heart parish. 

Carol St. Cook of the San Diego Coun- 
ty Health Department presented the facts 
about acquired immune deficiency syn- 
drome, dispelling such myths that the 
virus can be transmitted through air, 
water, food or eating utensils. 

“AIDS is not very contagious,’’ among 
those people who are in the company of 
AIDS sufferers,’’ she said. 

AIDS is not spread by coughing, sneez- 
ing, spitting, handshaking, social kissing, 
toilet seats, showers, bathtubs or swimm- 
ing pools, St. Cook said. 

Invasive sexual activity and blood ex- 
change are the- only way AIDS is 
transmitted, she added. 

Regarding blood exchanges, AIDS can 
be transmitted through transfusions of in- 
fected blood, and thus hemophiliacs, who 
need frequent blood transfusions, are par- 
ticularly susceptible, with 90 percent. of 
them already infected through untested or 
undetected infected blood, she related. 

AIDS’ incubation period is five to 
seven years without symptoms, she said. 

AIDS can also be transmitted through 
needle- sharing of intravenous drug users 
and through infected mothers to the un- 
born, she said. 

St. Cook cited cases in which hospital 
workers were infected because blood con- 
taining the AIDS virus got into their

bodies through being splashed on their 
mouth or getting through cracks in or 
abrasions on their skin. 


AIDS is a virus, and as such it is ac- 
quired, she related. It destroys the im- 
mune system, she said, adding that syn- 
dromes, various types of pneumonia or 
any disease, can take over the body. 

“It’s fatal. No one has survived to 
date. In San Diego County one man lived 
four years — the longest here;’’ she 
reported. 

Though San Diego County is vying for 
12th in the nation with AIDS cases, it is 
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second in the nation in the growth rate of 
such cases, St. Cook stated. 

More than 700 cases have been 
diagnosed here and more than half of 
those persons have died, she added. 

Father Daniel Dillabough, judicial 
vicar of the San Diego Diocesan 
Tribunal, spoke on the moral principles 
involved in the AIDS issue. 

“The church teaching is clear on the 
role of sexuality, ... (and) where one runs 
the risk of acting immorally.’’ 

But, he said, Christians have to be 
cautious, so that their actions follow 
Christ’s example. 

““He treated the person. We’re not 
judges. ... It’s important to separate the 


disease and care for those who are the 
high risk group from what might be their. 


own behavior or areas in their lives they 
are struggling tremendously with. 

“‘And they may be in God’s eyes healed 
as many of those who were sick were heal- 
ed by Jesus himself. The grief and anxiety 
of those who have AIDS affect all of us,’’ 
Father Dillabough said. 


Msgr. John R. Portman, pastor of 


Sacred Heart parish, which hosted the 
workshop, in introducing a film he wrote, 
said, if people believe ‘‘the eyes are the 
window of the soul, then people should 
“look into that beyond everything and see 
and touch that person and really hear the 
words of Mother Teresa who says, ‘The 
AIDS patient, victim is Jesus’ distressing 
disguise.’ ”’ 

“We live in a church which began and 
is still a school of love. It’s a school of love 
where we learn how to love one another. 
The AIDS patient is our greatest 
challenge today,’’ Msgr. Portman said. 

The film, ‘‘My Son, My Son,” por- 
trayed a distraught man who abandoned 
his beloved son because his son confessed 
he had AIDS and was going to die. The 
man, in a subtle yet poignant way helped 
keep another father, who had reached out 
to the man, from rejecting his son who 
confessed his homosexuality. 

In remarks later in the program, Msgr. 
Portman related the biblical story of 
Christ saying to the crowd who wanted to 
stone the prostitute, ‘‘Let the one who is 
without sin cast the first stone.’’ After the

crowd leaves, he tells her, ‘‘Neither do I 
condemn you. Go and sin no more.’’ 

“She becomes strong and _ great 
because of that encounter. What an ex- 
ample for us today!.’’ 

Msgr. Portman said his parish, 
through its AIDS coordinating commit- 
tee, which organized the workshop, is 
ready to help AIDS patients and their 
families with shopping, cleaning house 
and other duties to enable them to get 
away for a respite. 

Then he asked the participants, ‘“Have 
you thought about taking an AIDS pa- 
tient in your house, even if you don’t 
know them?”’ 

Dr. James DeLeo, a psychologist who 
works with AIDS patients and _ their 
families, in speaking on the psychological 
response, said AIDS is notin a vacuum. 
It’s a problem that exists in a relational 
context, he said. 

There is a great sense of loneliness 
among AIDS sufferers, especially when 
they discover they have the disease, he 
said, 

‘‘People who live in ignorance and in 
fear only perpetuate the loneliness and 
isolation of those who have the disease,”’ 
Dr. DeLeo said. ; 

He said programs, such as this one, are 
instrumental, but only a beginning, in 
helping people become informed and 
helping them overcome their ignorance 
and prejudice regarding AIDS and those 
who suffer from it.

SAN DIEGO — In November 1961, Father 
Harold Gene Dougherty responded to Pope John 
XXIII’s call for priests to serve in Latin America, 
where there was a shortage of clerics. 

Ordained for the Diocese of San Diego in 1960, 
Father Dougherty received permission from Bishop 
Charles Buddy to volunteer for assignments in 
Bolivia through the Society of St. James the 
Apostle, a Boston-based association of diocesan 
priests who serve in other dioceses that lack clerical 
help. 

Father Dougherty has ministered in Bolivia ever 
since, long past the five years priests were asked to 
assist. 

Since early this year, he has been in San Diego on 
a leave of absense from the Society of St. James, due 
to illness. During an interview with the Southern 
Cross, he related his missionary experiences in South 
America. z 

“For the sake of the Gospel’’ Father Dougherty 
learned to pilot a plane owned by the society, 
because that is often the best way to travel in 
Bolivia, where the roads between villages are often 
washed out by rain. 


He was last stationed in Santa Cruz, a city about 


~ 1,000 kilometers from the Bolivian capital of La 
Paz. There he was in charge of a parish of 70,000 
people, he said. © 

Although many Santa Cruz residents live in 
shanties, most are able to buy fresh produce in 
stores and work in the industries found there. 

People living in Santa Cruz are less impoverished 
than those in the area he had formerly been assigned 
to, he said. 

Previously he was headquartered in Santa Rosa 
de Sara, about 60 miles from Santa Cruz. The only 
priest in the area, he was also responsible for 12 
other missions, covering a 120-square-mile area. 
Some 15,000 people reside in the region. 

Father Dougherty said he was unable to celebrate 
Mass in each village each Sunday, a common 
situation in many areas of Latin America. 

However, trained catechists provide a celebration 
of the Word each week, he said. The catechists also 
assist with religious education programs in each 
village. 

Although several young men have been ordained 
to the priesthood during his 25-year stay in Bolivia, 
“‘few natives become priests. ... When youth reach 
age 15, they usually go to the city to work or go to 
school,’’ he said.

No industry exists in the area, he explained. To 
sustain themselves, people practice slash/burn 
agriculture on small plots of land, growing rice, 
bananas and yucca. : 

Most area residents live in mud shacks with 


thatched roofs and dirt floors. Cooking is done on a- 


wood fire. For light, people make kerosene lamps 
from available materials. Clothing is often made 
from floor sacks, he said. 

Malnutrition affects much of the population 
around Santa Rosa de Sara. The lack of a balanced 
diet due to the unavailability of a variety of foods 
accounts for this, he said. 

The area’s infant mortality rate is between 35 and 
40 percent, he said. Doctors and nurses are often 
brought in once a week to help combat this 
situation. 

About 50 percent of the population cannot read 
or write. Village schools only go to the fifth grade 
and are not well supported, he said.

Father Dougherty noted that area residents 
“need to make a better living on their property’’ to 
improve their lives, ‘“You can’t do much by hand. 
They need to mechanize their farms.”’ 

To help people ‘‘lift themselves up,’’ priests and 
Peace Corps members living in Bolivia started a 
credit loan association. 

Also begun was a sugarcane farm cooperative, he 
said. However, the people gave up on the project 
after the sugarcane market dropped. 

Despite their poverty, the people in this area are 
charitable. ‘“They help each other out ... and will 
welcome visitors to sleep’’ in their homes. “They 
are happy people,’’ he said, adding that ‘‘riches 
don’t make you happy.”’ 

Funds for his work came from the Society of the 
Propagation of the Faith and individual donations, 
Father Dougherty said. He added that he also 
received contributions after he preached about his 
work in San Diego diocesan parishes each year.

HCA targets one area of need 
annually, Msgr. Chylewski explained. 
This year’s theme is ‘‘HCA: Healing 


Broken Lives — Children of War,. 


Children of Strife.’’ Through 
participation in HCA programs, local

_ “children wounded by poverty, war and 
injustice,’’ he said. 

Special emphasis will be given to 


children living in Brazil and South Africa,

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HCA education programs will explore 
causes for the war and strife surrounding 
so many of the world’s children. The 
programs will also offer suggestions to 
help diocesan students develop their gifts 
of peacemaking and promoting justice. 

During the 1986-87 academic year, 
students in diocesan parochial schools 
contributed more than $61,800 to HCA. 
Children in’ parish religious education 
schools donated nearly $31,000. Youth in 
local Catholic high schools raised about 
$850 for HCA. 

The two other pontifical mission aid 
groups are the Missionary Union of the 


Donations to missions assist persons worldwide 


Clergy and the Society of St. Peter the 
Apostle, Msgr. Chylewski said. 


Popular in Europe, the missionary 
union enables priests to make spiritual 
and material contributions to the mission 
church, he said. For example, priests can 
share their Mass stipends with priests in 
mission church areas. 


The Society of St. Peter promotes 
support for native vocations in the 
mission world, he said. ‘‘In the Third 
World, there are many men and women 
who want to serve the church, but they 
are too poor to pursue this desire.’’ 


Contributions to the society are used to 
feed, clothe and provide education for 
these individuals. 


Although the Society of St. Peter is not 
well known in the United States, a 
number of U.S. Catholics have sponsored 
the vocational training of young people 
living in mission areas. 


The lack of vocations nationwide may 
be one reason U.S. Catholics have chosen 
to support the society. ‘‘Many of them 
realize the future of the U.S. church may 
be in the hands of vocations from the 


Third World,’’ Msgr. Chylewski said.

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* India is home to missionary Sister

DEL CERRO — For Sister Maura Robinson, Mission 
Sunday brings back memories of nearly 30 years of 
service to the sick in Bihar, India. 

As a registered nurse with the Medical Mission Sisters, ' 
she began to fight famine, flood, disease, and ignorance of 
health care in 1955. 

She recalls the six-month drought in 1967 as though it 
were yesterday. 

The usually lush Bihar jungle paled into a picture of 
death from hunger, diarrhea and smallpox. ‘‘The trees 
were black; monkeys were screaming at each other; 
‘vultures ate the dead carcasses of cows,’’ she said. One

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ravenous tiger ate 28 villagers before it was killed. 

Enter Sister Robinson. A Vatican internuncio in Delhi 
recruited her to mobilize the efforts of some 50 Sisters to 
combat the disaster. He supplied her with a van, jeep, 
funds for medication and clothing for the Indian women. 

Medicine also came from France and Italy. ‘‘The 
whole world responded to the famine,’’ she said. 

. The Sisters set up 10 government-owned medical 
centers within a 200-mile area. Here gasoline and 
medicines were stored. 

Some of the wooden structures served as the nuns’ 
temporary living quarters. The Sisters waged a home- 
front war against rats and scorpions crawling on the mud 
floor by elevating straw-filled mattresses on bricks to 


The nuns set up clinics under trees where Sister 
Robinson assisted physicians in examining and treating 
the famine victims. | 

Government officials eyed the Sisters with suspicion, 
fearing ‘‘we would baptize the patients,’’ she said. After 
the famine ended and the Sisters left, “priests told us 
there were many conversions to Catholicism, due to the 
example of the Sisters.’’ 

Rains that ended the drought could not claim complete 
victory over the famine, which caused severe hepatitis 
among tribal inhabitants of the jungle. Many victims took 
refuge at Holy Family Hospital in Patna where Sister 
Robinson had been assigned to work in the outpatient

October 9 - Diary of a Country Priest - France/1950 


Robert Bresson’s adaptation of the Georges 
Bernanos novel is one of. the small body of 
film masterpieces which are hopelessly 
doomed to commercial failure. It is a pure 
and intense account of the anguish of a 
young priest whose faith is neither under- 


stood nor accepted by his village. An austere * 


director of astonishing integrity, Bresson 
offers no sops to the public — no humorous 
or romantic asides; he pulls you down into 
the depths of the priest’s suffering and refuses 
to give you a glad hand up. What he does 
offer is one of the most profound emotional 
experiences in the history of film; no other 


October 16 - Resurrection - usa/1980 


Faith healing is not a safe subject, and 
Resurrection is not a safe movie. To certain 
Christians, who are convinced that this power 


comes only from the Lord, the film may well 
seem an affront. To skeptics, expecting an 
exposé of quackery, Resurrection will be 
equally hard to’swallow, Lewis John Carlino's 
screenplay accepts faith heating as both a fact 
and a mystery: it shows us a miracle worker 
who offers her gift only “in the name of love.” 

She is Edna Mae McCauley (Ellen Burstyn), 
a perfectly ordinary woman who discovers 
her powers after an auto accident that takes 
her husband's life and, for a few moments, 
her own. Returned from the dead, paralyzed 
from the knees down, she goes back to her 
small Kansas home town in the company of 
her stern, moralistic father. There, she dis- 
covers that her hands emanate a strange 


October 23 - Day of Wrath - Denmark/1943 


Day of Wrath, which is set in seventeenth- 
century Denmark, is a study of the struggle 
between good and evil as waged among — 
and within — witches, those who burned 
them, and the members of an old man-young 
wife-stepson triangle. Movies seldom contain 
any material, except by inadvertence or head- 
on outrage, which can interest the morally 
curious; this one contains a good deal, and 
none of it is inadvertent or outrageous. I 
particularly respect the film's interest in the 


deeply entangled interproductiveness of good 
and evil among several people and within 
single people; its steep, Lutheran kind of 
probity — that is, its absolute recognition of 
the responsibility of the individual, regardless 
of extenuating or compulsive circumstances; 
its compassion; and its detachment. 
Originally this was a novel. As I watched 
it I had to realize that it could still as easily 
be a novel, or a play; nevertheless, Carl 
Dreyer has done a very hard job beautifully. 


October 30 - Mother Teresa - usa/1986

Mother Teresa is as quick to embrace a 
leper as she is to cuddle a new-born baby. 
Because she is able to do this with love, 
we're able to view human suffering, of which 


this film offers numerous examples, in a new 
way. Those who so often repel us in fear 
and dread transfix us instead with the beauty 
of their responses to the missionaries’ tender 
care. A nun cradles a West Beirut boy, his 
face twitching and eyes blinking in terror 
with humming-bird-like rapidity until he's 
overcome with a calmness that allows us to 
see how handsome his features are; more 
than any other moment, this long, silent 
sequence sums up what Mother Teresa is 
all about. 

In her caring for the wretched of the Earth, 
Mother Teresa provides us with a dizzying 
perspective on our problems, which must 
inevitably seem petty in comparison, and on 
our selfishness, too. 


November 6 - Nazarin - Mexico/ 1957 


Of all the films I made in Mexico, Nazarin 
is one of my favorites. Despite the misunder- 
standings about its real subject, it was reason- 
ably successful. At the Cannes Festival, 


_ however, where it won the Grand Prix Inter- 


national, it almost received the Prix de 
l'Office Catholique as well. Three members of 
the jury argued passionately for it, but 
happily, they were in the minority.

November 13 - Burmese Harp - Japan/1956 


Ichikawa's first important film to gain 
foreign recognition was The Burmese Harp, 
which portrays a Japanese soldier appalled 
by the scores of unburied bodies dotting the 
landscape of Burma at the end of the Second 
World War. Mizoshima is so stricken by the 


pathos of the mindless slaughter that he 
seeks a gesture — almost a ritual — that will 
enable him to redeem his own life and grant 
it some moral purpose. He resolves to remain 
behind and bury the dead. His fellow soldiers 
become haunted by his disappearance,

Winter Light is one of the shortest (eighty 
minutes), starkest, and most uncompromising 
of Bergman’s films.

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Couple blends 
two vocations 
in family setting

NORTH PARK — Steven and Angie Miles have 
responded to two vocations: marriage and missionary 
service. 

Their wedding bands are gold rings engraved with the 
words, ‘‘For we are God’s helpers.’’ They received the 
rings after completing a nine-month training program 
with the Lay Mission-Helpers Association in Los 
Angeles. 

Twelve years ago, they heard a speaker from this 
organization explain its program at St. Columba Church, 
Serra Mesa. ‘‘Something was drawing us to this work,”’ 
Angie said. 

The following summer found them residing in Los 
Angeles where they prepared for their mission apostolate. 

They studied theology, Scripture, prayer, and cultures 
of various peoples. Volunteers were screened with 
physiological tests, Angie said. 

“‘Righteen of us graduated. It was sheer joy and 
excitement to know we were actually accepted as a 
family.’’ Steven agreed. Over 40 volunteers had enrolled 
in their class. 

The new mission helpers departed in 1976 for their first 
three-year assignment at the Likuni Mission in Malawi. 
They flew with their son Paul, age 5, and daughter 
Heather, age 3. 

Steven taught math, science, English and marriage 
preparation to boys at a secondary school operated by the 
Marist Brothers. A shortage of schools permits only 10 
nercent of teen-age boys to enroll at this level, he said. 

Paul did not attend the school in Malawi because he 
would have had to learn the dialect spoken there, his 
mother explained. Angie became his first and second 
grade teacher, using library textbook materials. 

She also worked as a bookkeeper in a hospital run by 
the Missionary Sisters of Africa. 

The couple said their role was to assist the Religious in 
their institutions and witness Christian family living. 

Attending Sunday Masses in the village church 
provided such an opportunity. 

For seven months they conformed to the custom of 
having men occupy one side of the church and women 
and children the other side, Steven said. 

One Sunday Angie and her children joined Steven for 
the celebration. After continuing this practice for months, 
a politician’s wife questioned Angie about this. She 
explained the Miles’ family values and weeks later found 
the woman following her example. 

Within two years, segregation of the sexes in church 
was no longer considered sacred, Angie said. 

The couple became interested observers of the 
Africans’ life-style. ‘“They are subsistence farmers who 
grow .their own food and make their houses of mud 
bricks,’’ Steven said. This enables them to survive on an

average annual salary of $100. 

Surprises awaited the missionary family. One day 
Steven gave sports shoes to the boys on the basketball 
team he coached. ‘‘They didn’t know what to do with the 
laces,’ he said. After learning this lesson, the once- 
barefoot boys proudly wore them whenever possible. 

The family considered the inconveniences and 
discomfort of their new life-style a small price to pay for 
the privilege of serving in the missions. 

Although they took precautions to prevent malaria — 
sleeping with nets over their beds and taking quinine pills 
— Angie contracted the disease twice. She also suffered 
from food poisoning for a few months. 

The Miles received no salary, but their basic needs 
were provided by the mission station. The Lay Mission- 
Helpers Association gave them a small stipend for 
personal items. They raised their own fruit and 
vegetables; meat was either unavailable or too expensive 
to purchase. 

For Angie, the most difficult adjustment was seeing the 
high mortality rate among children. Parents leave their 
offspring in a hospital only three days; if they’re not 
cured, they take them to a witch doctor, she said. Such

Her 16 years of service at this hospital were broken only 
by two brief stays in the United States. 

Most of the patients were poor tribal inhabitants who 
gave only small donations for their care, she said. 

However, Sister Robinson made significant advances 
in the institution’s health care procedures. She developed 
a new treatment for tetanus — giving patients muscle 
relaxants and putting them on a respirator. 

Disease was not the only enemy to invade Patna. 

In 1975 the dam broke and three rivers surrounding the 
city poured into the hospital basement. Dormitories were 
flooded from floor to ceiling and electricity was cut off, 
she said. 

An employee strike also threatened the hospital’s 
operation. The nun countered the rift between 
administration and workers with a public relations 
campaign. One of her strategies was to dispense vitamins 
to the employees during their breaks. 

At the Patna hospital, Sister Robinson met Mother 
Teresa who was learning nursing procedures prior to her 
founding the Missionaries of Charity. She described 
Mother Teresa as ‘‘simple and compassionate ... the first 
to respond to famines and floods.”’ 

Patna offered numerous opportunities for diversion — 
sometimes dramatic ones. Sister Robinson portrayed an 
English lady as an extra in the movie ‘‘Ghandi.’’ She also 
studied batik art. 

The missionary lost some personal battles against 
illness. In 1968 she contracted tuberculosis in her kidney, 
which required treatment for three weeks and medication 
for a year. 

Two heart attacks also forced the nurse into the role of 
patient. ‘‘I was told not to return to the operating room 
where I was on call day and night,’’ Sister Robinson said. 

Instead she returned to her motherhouse in

Philadelphia in 1978 for a nine-month recuperation 
period. 

By this time her roots were so entrenched in the soil of 
India, she returned to the Patna hospital for another six 
years. ‘‘Everyone thought I was crazy,”’ she said. 

But not those with whom she spent the remainder of her 
overseas active-duty days. 

Her 20-year nursing career gave way to pastoral care. 
She prayed with many of the patients she visited. ““The 
Hindus encouraged me to pray out loud. They are more 
open than Christians in talking about experiences with 
God,”’’ she said. . 

The nun had learned tenets of the Hindu religion from 
a Benedictine priest. 


The former fine arts student also extended her service 
to aesthetic pursuits. She redecorated the hospital chapel 
as well as other chapels in Bihar. She judged a high school 
art contest and taught Sisters in various communities how 
to make puppets and mobiles. She also taught liturgical 
music to nursing students, which helped them learn 
English. 

Sister Robinson left India in 1984, bringing back some 
of the culture she adopted. It is seen in the Del Cerro 
home she shares with three other Medical Mission Sisters.

The couple left Malawi in 1979. Three years later they 
volunteered for another assignment in Mangilao, a village 
in Guam. Their third child Marian was a year old then. 

Steve again taught math and science in a Marist 
Brothers’ high school where Angie was the librarian. 

In Guam they found a more westernized middle class 
society made up of mixed races and nationalities. 

Their six years in the mission field effected profound 
changes in their lives. ‘‘We were spiritually and culturally 
enriched,’’ Angie said. Accepting other cultures has made’ 
us ‘‘less critical of each other.’’ She said her children have 
no prejudices and are willing to share their possessions 
with others. 

‘‘We gained more than we gave,’’ Steven said. ‘‘We 
are less materialistic.’ Seeing other people’s poverty 
‘‘put our values in perspective.’”’ . 

Their future plans? After Paul and Heather complete 
their education, the couple will return to the missions, 
Angie said. 

Steven teaches math and science at the University of 
San Diego High School.

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-|* Synod begins with focus on women’s role 
‘The Vocation and Mission of the Laity in the Church and the World’ 
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VATICAN CITY (NC) — The role of women in the 
church emerged as one of the main topics in the opening 
days of the world Synod of Bishops on the laity. 

The discussion focused on issues of equality and 
mission, but did not include ordination. 

Delegates from around the world are meeting in Rome 
Oct. 1-30 to discuss ‘‘The Vocation and Mission of the 
Laity in the Church and the World 20 Years After 
Vatican II.’’ 

Catholic women should be able ‘to teach in seminaries, 
become members of the Vatican diplomatic corps and 
hold higher-ranking posts in the nearly all-male Roman 
Curia, several bishops told the synod Oct. 5. 

Synod delegates also heard calls for opening up 
liturgical roles for women ranging from altar girls to 
lectors. 

Archbishop Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee and. 
Bishop Gerhard Schwenzer of Oslo, Norway, asked for 
more women to be incorporated into the Roman Curia, 
the church’s central administrative offices. 

Cardinal Godfried Danneels of Malines-Brussels, 
Belgium, proposed a greater role for women in diocesan 
administration. 

Archbishop Weakland said the church should open to 
all the laity ‘‘decision-making and administrative roles on 
all levels of church life’’ including major positions ‘‘in the 
Curia and the diplomatic corps.”’ 

There are no women in the diplomatic corps. The 
highest-ranking woman in the Curia is School Sister of 
Notre Dame Mary Linscott, a middle-level official in the 
Vatican Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes. A priest with the rank of monsignor normally 
holds such a post. 

The ‘‘insufficient’? number of women in ecclesial 
circles “‘is more and more seen as a fundamental fault of 
the church,’’ Bishop Schwenzer said. 

“It is important that women themselves can contribute 
to the necessary changes,’’ he added. 

Bishop Schwenzer also said women should be given a 
greater role in the training of priesthood candidates in the 
seminary. 

Auxiliary Bishop Gabriel Bullet of Lausanne, Geneva- 
Fribourg, Switzerland, said the canonical stipulation that 
women cannot be acolytes is ‘‘true discrimination.’’ 

Archbishop Weakland also asked that women be 
allowed ‘‘to function in all liturgical roles that do not 
demand priestly ordination,’’ such as altar sérver, lector 
and acolyte. 

Along with Archbishop Weakland, other U.S. bishops 
who addressed the worldwide Synod of Bishops Oct. 5 
were Chicago Cardinal Joseph Bernardin and St. Louis 
Archbishop John May, president of the U.S. bishops’ 
conference. 

Cardinal Bernardin, speaking on ‘‘the church, the 
world and the kingdom,’’ defended two recent pastoral 
letters by U.S. bishops seeking to promote the church’s 
social teachings and show their applications ‘in 
contemporary circumstances.”’ 

Many American lay people are ‘‘well-educated and 
deeply dedicated to the church, but not all of them are 
familiar with the church’s social teaching,’’ he said. 

The U.S. bishops ‘‘have developed a consistent ethic of 
life’’ which they have sought to communicate to the laity, 
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including through two recent pastoral letters on war and 
peace and the U.S. economy, he added. 

The cardinal called.‘‘mistaken”’ criticism of the bishops 

for entering ‘‘too deeply into the political order,’’ being 
too specific in their teachings and ‘‘usurping the proper 
role of the laity.”’ 
_ Archbishop May spoke on the importance of the parish 
in the religious lives of U.S. Catholics, who he said 
identify the parish, after the family, as the place where 
they most feel’'God’s presence in their lives. 

U.S. Catholics participate in the variety of lay 
ministries associated with the parishes not because they 
perceive a shortage of ordained priests, but because they 


‘wish to establish a ‘‘collaborative ministry’”’ with priests, 


he said. 

Archbishop May asked the synod delegates to discuss 
ways in which lay movements could work more effectively 
through parishes rather than apart from them. 

He also said it was important to nurture in parish 
communities a sense of the diocesan and universal 
church. 

Other topics coming out of the early sessions of the 
synod included: 

Clarification of lay ministries within the church; 
¢Primary responsibility of lay people to Christianize the 
secular world; 

©The church and politics; 

°The relationship of church-approved lay groups with 
one another and with the hierarchy. 
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The day before the synod opened, Sept. 30, the synod’s 
permanent general secretary, Archbishop Jan Schotte, 
said Catholics worldwide are accepting the Vatican’s 
frequently repeated distinction between clerical and lay 
roles. ‘‘Little by little one has seen that they have 
discovered that the mission and the vocation of the laity is 
in the world,’’ he said. 

On Oct. 1, Pope John Paul II opened the synod with a 
Mass in which he praised the ‘‘important contribution”’ 
of lay people to preparations for the synod. He said lay 
observers at the synod would help the voting delegates in 
the “‘challenging task’’ of examining the laity’s role. 

On Oct. 2, Cardinal Hyacinthe Thiandoum of Dakar, 
Senegal, synod recording secretary, in a summary of the 
synod working document and the delegates’ reactions to it 
emphasized examination of church ministries as they 
relate to baptism, confirmation and ordination. 

This would help clarify the distinctions between 
ministries open to the laity and those reserved for the 
priesthood, he said. 

The cardinal listed as main synod themes: the laity’s: 
primary responsibility for Christianizing the world, the 
relationship of lay groups with the bishops, lay ministries 
in the church, and the vocation and mission of lay 


women. 
He called for developing the idea that women have 

“tasks of equal dignity but sometimes different.”’ 
“Equality does not prevent a recognition of the 

differences that exist between people,’’ he said.

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A. quake 
damages 
cathedral 


LOS ANGELES — The earthquake. 
which struck Southern California Oct. 1 
damaged St. Vibiana’s Cathedral in Los 
Angeles — which Pope John Paul II had 
visited only two weeks earlier — and 
ssjme 60 other archdiocesan facilities. 

~ Al Amici, building coordinator for the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles, said three or 
four archdiocesan buildings are ‘“beyond 
repair and will have to be razed.’’ Among 
buildings severely damaged was St. Mary 
of the Assumption Elementary School in 
Whittier, which will have to be torn 
down. 

The steeple of St. Mary’s Church also 
may have to be removed, according to the 
pastor. 

Amici said a total of 65 archdiocesan 
facilities were damaged by the quake, 
‘but not to a great magnitude.”’ 

The earthquake and its aftershocks 
were blamed for at least eight deaths and 
hundreds of injuries. The October 1 
temblor measured 6.1 on the Richter 
scale. ; 

At St. Vibiana’s, the quake caused 
cracks in the cathedral belfry and serious 
damage to the choir loft. The pope prayed 
at the cathedral Sept. 15 in the first stop of 
his two-day Los Angeles visit. 

The 111-year-old cathedral was closed 
until repairs could begin. 

Scaffolding was erected in front of the 
cathedral in an area where mortar was 
falling due to the quake. 

One of those killed was 21-year-old 
Lupe Exposito, a member of San Gabriel 
Mission parish in San Gabriel. The 
young woman was crushed when a wall in 
an underground parking garage collapsed 


on top of her at California State 
University, Los Angeles, where she was a 
student. 

The historic 216-year-old San Gabriel 
Mission suffered severe cracks to its five- 
bell campanile and its baptistry. An 
earlier quake in 1812 destroyed the 
mission’s belltower. 

A crucifix brought to the mission in 
1771 by Franciscan missionaries fell off 
the altar and broke. Parishioners were

repairing it. 

The mission has been closed until 
engineers can decide steps to take. Masses 
were celebrated outdoors Oct. 4. 

Dominguez Seminary, operated by the 
Claretian Fathers in Compton, about 10 
miles south of Los Angeles, also suffered 
structural damage. 


Counteraction against 
fundamentalism sought 


WASHINGTON — A U.S bishops’ 
committee issued a pastoral statement 
Sept. 30 calling for a plan to counteract 
the ‘‘simplicities’’ of biblical 
fundamentalism. 

Saying the Catholic Church has not 
done enough to encourage Bible study, 
the bishops’ statement cites the need for: 

e weekly Bible study groups and 
yearly Bible schools in every parish, 

e Masses to which people bring their 
own Bibles, especially in those parts of the 
country where ‘‘there is a special problem 
with fundamentalism’’; 

e better homilies that apply biblical 
texts to daily life; 

e and catechists, lectors and ministers 
who can quote the Bible with familiarity. 

The nine-page statement, titled “A 
Pastoral Statement for Catholics on 
Biblical Fundamentalism,’’ was written 
by the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Ad Hoc Committee on Biblical 
Fundamentalism. 


Archbishop files suit 
to stop sale of novel 


NEW YORK — Archbishop Paul C. 
Marcinkus, the American prelate who 
heads the Vatican bank, has sued in a New 
York court to stop sales of a newly-released 
novel that fictitiously portrays him 
instigating the murder of Soviet leader Yuri 
V. Andropov, who died in 1984. 

The novel, ‘‘Inthe Name ofthe Father,’’ 
was written by A.J. Quinnell, identified by 
publisher New American Library as the 
pseudonym of a ‘‘European author’’ who 
‘cannot reveal his identity because of the 
sensitive research he does on his thrillers.”’ 

The suit was filed in the New York State 
Supreme Court in Manhattan and argued 
Sept. 22 before Judge Ethel B. Danzig. No 
immediate decision was rendered. 

The novel had a Sept. 21 publication 
date, and Claudia Riemer of the 
publisher’s publicity staff said Sept. 29 it 


was already on sale in bookstores. 


Papacy has too much 
power, speakers say 


WORCESTOR, Mass. — An excessive 
amount of authority has been placed in the 
papacy and in offices of the Holy See, 
several speakers said at a conference on the 
papacy and the U.S. church. 

The Sept. 23-25 conference, at Holy 
Cross College in Worcestor, was sponsored 
by the college’s religious studies 
department. It brought together three U. S. 
bishops and several leading Catholic 
historians, theologians and canon lawyers. 

The conference opened just four days 
after Pope John Paul II completed his 
second pastoral visit to the United States. 

Msgr. Frederick J. McManus, a priest of 
the Boston archdiocese and professor of 
canon law at The Catholic University of 
Americain Washington, said that while the 
rights of the pope to legislate for the Roman 
church and the rights of individual bishops 
to legislate for the local church were 
recognized, the rights of regional or 
national bodies of bishops to legislate had 
not been accepted. 


Gov. Deukmejian signs 
parental consent law 


SACRAMENTO — California Gov. 
George Deukmejian signed legislation 
Sept. 27 to require unmarried minors to 
obtain parental consent or a court order if 
they want an abortion. 

Versions of the legislation have been 
struck down as unconstitutional in other 
states. 

California’s new law will require an 
unmarried girl under 18 to get permission 
from a parent, guardian or court to obtain 
an abortion, but the restrictions will not 
apply in the case of a medical emergency. 

“Tt just makes sense to require parental 
approval of a decision that has the potential 
of dramatically affecting a minor both 


physically and emotionally,’ Deukmejian _ 


said. 

Assemblyman Phillip Wyman, author of 
the bill, said the newlaw was consistent with 
the view of 80 percent of Californians who 
believe parents have a right to be involved 
in their children’s decisions concerning 
abortion. 


Churches should help 
elderly to be responsible 


NEW YORK — Parishes should do 
more for the elderly but not in ways that 
encourage them to be self-centered, a priest 
who specializes in study of the aging said. 

‘‘The culture tells the elderly that theyre 
entering a time when they can withdraw 
from responsibilities and be selfish,’’ said 
Mser. Charles J. Fahey. ‘‘But that’s just 
not right; it’s contrary to the Gospel 
message.’ 

He said old people should become 
concerned with societal problems, such as 
ensuring that all children get the 
immunizations they need. 

Msgr. Fahey is director of the Third Age 
Center of Fordham University and a 
Fordham professor. He also serves in a 
leadership or consultancy role with many 
church and secular bodies concerned with 
the elderly. 


Committee to study 
access to health care 


ST. LOUIS — The Catholic Health 
Association has named 12 health care 
leaders to anew committee to study federal 
legislative efforts for equal access to medical 
care for poor and needy persons. 

Formation of the committee was 
announced Sept. 25 by the association from 
its headquarters in St. Louis. 

The Catholic Health Association is the 
service organization of the nation’s 
Catholic-sponsored health care facilities, 
which include 614 hospitals, 259 long-term 
care facilities and 61 health care systems.

The bishop said that the icon shows 
Mary directing attention to her Son, 
whom she offers as the Savior of the 
world.
